Dear Mr, Graham: - 

I beg to submit the following report in 
connection with a visitation to the schools in the Carlton 
Agency. There are 7 day schools included in this Agenoy 
and I visited them all, with the exception of that at 
Montreal Lake and am reporting upon them in the order of 
visitation. 

ROUND PLAIN DAY SCHOOL. 

This school is under the auspices of the 
United Churoh. The Rev. J. Ce Meek, B.A., i8 in charge 
as teacher. He ie well qualified. There are 7 Indien 
children enrolled, 2 boys and 5 girls. That is all that 
are of school age on the reserve at the present time. It 
is axpected that 4 more may attend in the spring. of 
these, 3 attend every day, 2 are fairly regular, and 2 
are irregular in their attendance. The children were 
warmly clad and looked well nourished. They go home for 
their mid-day meal, 

For recreation a toboggan slide is 
provided for the winter. They have a swing and a football 
for the warmer weather. I noted that the swing requires 
@ new rope. 

This school was re-opened, not only for the 
Indians, but to provide schooling for the neighbouring 
white settlers. Ths school is built of logs and although 
an old building, it is fairly comfortable. Some repaire

I beg to submit herewith Inspector 
Murison's report on the various schools in the Oarlton 
Agency. 


You will notice that the Round Plain 
School is an old log building, and while it is comfortable, 
4t requires some repairs which could be attended to during 
the summer at a cost of about $20.00. The Agent has placed 
an item of $200.00 in the Estimates to look after unforeseen 
repairs to schools in the agency, part of which could be used 
for this purpose. 


Conditions at the Little Red River 
Day School appear to be satisfactory. I note that the 
teacher's residence is @ small cottage divided into a 
kitchen, dining-room and two bedrooms, and that there are no 
‘porches. There is nothing in the Estimates to provide for 
a summer kitchen, and I should have thought the Agent would 
have inserted an item for this had he thought it necessary. 
I think we should allow $75.00 for a fence to enolose the 
school and make a small pasture for the teacher's driving 
horses. 


It is hard to know what to recommend 
lat the Sturgeon Lake Day School in order to g2t these 
ichildren to school. It is a pity they could not be sent 
jto a boarding school. The teacher's residence will be 
ikalsomined if the amount asked for in the Eetimates is allowed,

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| It séems to me there is room for a change 
lat the Big River Day School, but I do not know what to 
suggest. The schcol has just been started and perhaps 
another year will make it clear as to what should be done. 

»|I hesitate to recommend a new building for the teacher. 
\However, if one could be built of logs for four or five 
jhundred dollars it might be a good investment. I doubt 
if Mr. Settee is the man for this job, in fact I do not 
think he is. 


The Sandy Bay School seems to be doing good 
work. It is an old, established place. I notice that 
12 additional desks are asked for at this institution. 
These could be supplied if the Department would grant the 
authority. We could provide ladders for the school 
residence if the Department wish to grant them. I do not 
know what the cost would be, but probably three laddere 
could be supplied for $75.00. 


You will note that the Mistawasis Day 
School is being taught by Miss Sadie MoQueen, who took 
up her duties on the 26th. of November last. She appears 
to be working under very unsatisfactory conditions. My 
own opinion is that she has too much to do, and there is 
A jen open quarrel on here which should not be allowed to 
C j continue. Miss McQueen should be encouraged and I think 


if the matter set out in the Inspector's report were brought 
ito the attention of the proper authorities there would be 

a change made before long.

With reference to the question of the establishment of 
a day school at Stanley, on the Churchill River, I have the 
honour to state that I am to-day in receipt of a letter from 
Rev. M. B. Edwards, in which he suggests, in case 4 qualified 
teacher can be secured, that the school be opened in the early 
part of the coming summer in temporary quarters. He is of opin- 
jon that a fairly suitable building can be had in the locality 
for the summer. The reasone that he advances are that a new 
building cannot be ready for occupancy before the beginning of 
next winter, which is the time when the Indians scatter abroad 
to their hunting grounds, for the most part teking their femilie 
with them, though the greater part of the band is assembled dur- 
ing the summer months around the Mission. The beet attendance 
that can be had during the year will be from June to September 

There are several Indiane' houses of fair dimensions 
in the locality; and I have little doubt that one of these could 
be had for a small rental; but as everything is high-priced in 
that country I think #10 per month would be moderate. 

Provided a suitable teacher can be secured I would 
recommend that Mr. Edwards' suggestion be adopted; and in that 
case I would recommend that a moderate quantity of school mater- 
jal be sent in before the winter roads break up. 

I may say that Mr. Edwards expecte to take up hie

In connection with the opening of a day school 
at Stanley I have the honour to state that while the pro- 
posed site for the school will be convenient to the larger 
part of the band there will still be some whose homes are 
at some distance. There are a few families, in particular, 
who live on the side of the river opposite to the Mission, 
adjacent to which the school is to be located. The river 
at this point is about three-quarters of a mile wide, and 
children who are brought across in canoe in the morning 
cannot very weli return home until evening. There will, 

I think, be about one-third of the children who cannot con- 
veniently return to their homes at noon; and as it would be 
@ substantial benefit to the Indians generally and a help 
in maintaining a full and regular attendance, I would 
recommend that a noon meal corresponding in some measure 

to that of the improved day schools be served to all the 
children who attend. 

It would be necessary to make provision for 30, 
as there will at times be quite that number in attendance. 
The knives, forks and spoons can be supplied from the 
industrial school here after its closing; but cups and soup 
plates would have to be purchased, as there are very few 
of these on hand here that would be worth the cost of their 
transport to Stanley. 

With regard to material for the meal, I would 
recommend that in addition to the biscuits already allowed 
2 sacks of flour be allowed, with which occasionally to

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make bannock or bread; also 150 lbs. of bacon, 50 lbs. of 
rice, 20 lbs. of tea and 100 lbs. cf lump sugar; and that 
the teacher be authorized to arrange with an Indian for a 
regular supply of whitefish, at 3¢ per lb. The quantity 
of fish required would depend on the attendance and would 
vary from time to time; but it would probably average 4 0: 
5 lbs. daily and should not at any time be larger than 

10 lbs. With this material a warm meal could be prepared 
which would be wholesome and nutritious, and also quite 
palatable to those children. 

With regard to a place to prepare and serve the 
meal, I may say that Mrs. Edwards, wife of Rev. M. B. 
Edwards, who is to presently assume charge of the mission 
there, informs me that in case no more convenient place is 
to be had the children's meal can, until permanent build- 
ings are provided, be prepared and served in the kitchen 
of the mission house. 

In case the Department approves of providing the 
noon meal as above suggested a few cooking utensils will 
be required, namely, 1 large tea pot, 1 dish pan, 2 granite 
bowls, 1 kettle, 1 sauce pan, 1 frying pan, 1 water dipper, 
2 small dippers (for soup ladles), A few additional arti- 
cles can be supplied from the industrial school; and if it 
is found on making an inventory that any of the articles 
here requisitioned for can be supplied from the school 


equipment at closing such articles will not be purchased.

Thank you for your letter of Jan. 21st (14-73) 
informing me of increased remuneration. You also inform 
me, that the Government will no longer continue the monthly 
payments of $10.00 to the Indian woman who prepares the mid- 
day meals and that the older pupils must do that work. May be 
the Govt. is unacquainted with conditions existing on this 
Reserve. 


At the present time there are only two Indian 
families residing here. The others left last fall and will 
not return until the end of May. During their absence 
who is to look after these children? With a Govt. house 
attached to the Mission, I, with the help of the older girls 
could manage well, but thers is no house close and the 
children are housed and mothered by the woman who prepares 
the noon meals. At the present time eight are living there 
and these, with the children of the two families previously 
mentioned and non-treaty children, total eighteen in daily 
attendance at School. Young girls cannot be left to live 
alone on this Reserve and if Mrs. Maggie Bear is removed 
it will mean closing down the %chool. The Chief and 
all are strongly against this step being taken, as they 
greatly appreciate the School and hope you will use your 
influence in retaining the services of this widow woman. This 
house is unsuitable or I would house the children here. iver 
ifthe girls prepared the mid-day meals, where would they 
sleep? They are so happy and making such good progress 
that I would be sorry to see the School closed, Life would 
indeed be quiet in this isolated place without the school 
children. My husband, who is Missionary in cherge here, 
also asks you to do your utmost in the matter and to allow 
Mrs. Bear to remain until the ond of May.

I am writing to you on behalf of the uhief 
and Band of this Keserve, re the school rations and pay 
of the Woman preparing meals: 


wirstly - the Children are allowed a mid- 
day meal only, consisoing of 4 oz. flour per head, bacon, 
tea etc. maybe the Vepartment is ingnorant of the fact 
thet these children (ten in number) are left here on the 
Reserve, during the winter, while the parents are away 
hunting. whey send in, when they can, meat etc., but 
some are huacing at a distance, and only come in at Amas 
time. Then again, four of the children areorphans, with 
no one to provide for them. «ow my wife has been obliged 
to increase the ration, and is now issuing 5 lbs daily, 
including Saturday and Sundays (5 lbs for ten children) 
What I ask is that the vepartment increase the rations, 
and this coming winter forward a double supply of food for 
use during winter 1921-1922, as the children situated as 
they are here, require more than a mid-day meal.

wre Maggie sear receives the sum of ten 
dollars per month for doing same; she not only prepares 
the noon meal, but provides, fish, rabbits, wood etc and 
takes complete charge of those ten children out of school 
hours.

Another Matter:- The Bishop last year ad- 
vised me, to hand the drugs and destitute supplies over to 
mr. Bear H.».Uo., manager, ere leaving for tmgland. de 
distributed same last winter, but informs me that he has 
net received payment for same (uct. lst, 1919+ svune 30th 
1920.) mrs worris was obligea to get a few things locally 
for school children and ehe trusts she has not infringed 
the rules of the vepartment by so doing. 


But for this woman, the school could not be 
carried on during the winter months. Philip wcKenzie has 
kindly loaned his house and there wars. sear and the child- 
ren live. An improved Day School is needed here with 
sleeping accommodation for about 10 children. xe the build- 
ing of a house for the children, Archdeacon achay has promi- 
sed to take the matter up with the Department.

a not unreasonable sum to pay her. 


In regard to the handling of supplies by Mr. Bear, 
Manager of the Hudson Bay Company, I am not able to make 
any comment as I did not know what arrangements the 
Department has hitherto made. 


The last paragraph in Mr. Morris’ letter relates 
to the building of ahouse for the children, another matter 
in regard to which I have no information.

In regard to the supplies for the mid-day meal I beg 
to a that supplies cogedteving of bacon, flour, tea, eto., 
for this purpose have already been forwarded am it will not 
be pogeible to inorease the supply this season. The Depart- 
ment was not aware that o number of children are being boswrded 
while their parents are away hunting. It is considered that 
the parents should provide meat ani other supplies for the 
maintenance of their whildren over and above the amount pro- 
vided by the mid-day meal. With reference to the building of 
a house for the accommodation of these ohildren, I beg to say 
that thems are no funda available for this purpose. 


Regarding an inorease in salary to Mrs. Maggie Bear 
for the preparation of the mideday meal I beg to say that at 
present the sum of $210.00 per month is allowed her for this 
work, but, in view of the fact that her duties comprise more 
than the preparation of the mid@day meala, the Department will 
@llow her an imorease to the rate of $20.00 per month, as recom 
mended by you, payable for the ten months the school is in 
operation each year, and properly certified vouchers should be 
forwarded from time to time cowring her salary at that rate. 


With reference to the dispensing at this point I beg 
to say in connection with this matter that Mr. Crombie, late 
Inspector of Indian Agencies, in a letter to the Department, No. 
18-6, of March 4th, 1920, recommended that in future pay lists 
for the dispensers in the Isle a la Crosse Agency cover the ~ 
Bériod from September to September, and the Department in ite 
reply of the 9th of March stated that it approved of his sug- 
gresoen. No pay lists have been received for the salary of the 
ispensers in that agenoy covering the amount due from September 
30th, 1919, and I have tomequest that you will be geet enough 
to submit pay lists for the year ended September 30th, last, and | 
may inolude the name of Mr) Bear, who acted as dispenser at 
tanley Mission during the pers Mr. and Mre. Morris were absent, 
namely,- from October 1, 1919, to June 30, 1920, Each of the 
dispensers is allowed $50.00 per annum for this work.

The understanding I had with the Department was that 
he would be paid %4 for every teaching day and { think it 
will be quite in order if the Department allow something for 
his travelling expences. Sending © man to Stanley costs a 
good deal.

Vear Sir:- 


I desire to @end you a few lines with 
regard to a matter which affects the welfare of our band. 
During the present summer the children are attending 
the Day School here, as iir. Agent Taylor saw when he 
visited Stanley. The school will be closed for the 
winter in September, but 1 hope that arrangements can 
be made to re-cpen the school next June, and to keep 
it open during the following winter. The band would 
provide a suitable house and & woman to look after 
the children if you could arrange for her to receive 
wages from the Indian Vepartment. The men would help 
with the food by giving fish and moose meat when 
possible, if the Department would supply the other 
rations. This arrangement worked successfully when 
irae Morris was teaching here about four years ago. 


We should also be grateful if during 
the summer months the midday meal could be provided 
for the children. Some of the children have to cposs 
the river to go to school and there is not time for 
them to paddle back across the river to get their 
dinner at home. 


Gur band would be grateful to you 
if you could help them in these ways.

They have a large 
Indian house and they want the Department to fing the 
rations and pay for a woman care-taker 80 as to keep 
the children there during the hunting season just as they 
did a few years ago. They say the Indian Agent pranised 
to gupport this. This was the metiod adopted in Mree 


Morris' time. They woul still send the present children

Under cover of your #132-4-1 dated the 
16th September last, you advised me that the Depart- 
is not disposed at the present tima to continue the 
Stanley Dndian Day School during the winter months, and 
that this was understood by the Bishop of Saskatchewan. 
The latter recently addressed s communication to the 
Agent, Mr. W. R. Taylor enclosing one from the Rev. 
Canon WeE.J. Paul. The latter advises Mr. Taylor that 
the school teacher at Stanley is remaining at that 
point for the winter and keeping the school open. The 
children are being looked after by a widow, Mrs. Hardiot, 
in a house lent for the purpose, and the Canon asks if 
the aopertuent will pay lire. Hardlot $10.00 per month. 
& similar monthly payment was I believe made by the 
Department on a former occasion under like circunstances, 
and the arrangements might be put into effect again. 
I assume of course that the keeping open of the school 
will not result in any other expense to the Department.

I forward herewith the return submitted 
by Mr. F.Jd. Taylor the teacher at the Stanley Day 
School for the quarter ended September 30th, 1925. 


In forwerding this report Mr. F.J. Taylor 
the teacher says that he remained at Stanley and kept 
the school open until the end of December, in fact, 
it was not until the 15th of January that he received 
instructions from the Bishbp of Saskatchewan to close 
the school. He asks that what can be done for hin 
will be done to endeavour to obtain for him the pay- 
ment for the December quarter. 


It is quite clear from the correspondence 
on file in this office that the blunder in retaining 
him at Stanley was not the fault of the Department 
at Ottawa or at this office. The Bishop of Saskat- 
chewan admits that he was aware of the arrangements 
that Mr. F.J. Taylor was only to remain during the 
summer months. He stated in a letter dated the 25th 
of December that he did not then know who authorized 
ir. Taylor's remaining at Stanley after the summer 
term was over. The Department therefore is under 
no obligation. 


Mr. P.J. Taylor does not seem to be at 
all clear as to how the mistake was made, but states 
that he was given to understand by Mr. Wallace, who 
I believe is the Secretary of the Synod, that this 
Department would be willing to keep open the school 
provided he would be willing to remain. This of 
course was not the understanding with the Chureh m 
Authorities, and I cannot recommend payment to iir. ,/ 
Taylor by the Department. at

Of course he Ms had nothing but the 
summer stipend and feels that he has a strong grievance against 
the Department, and has made no return of the money the Synod 
advanced to him to make the journey up there. Iwas in Zngland 
at the time or I should have questioned his staying there long 
before I did, but he seems to have acted in a bone fide way, 
though the letters of the Department to our Synod Office gave 
no authority for anything but the summer school.

A summer school is maintained on the reserve. I 
visited there during school hours and found only five pupils. 
Mr. Strong the teacher informed me that the attendance was 
low on account of the sickness (Whooping-Cough) among the 
children, I went or the register with him and found the 
names of several children absent who were not sick of who 
had recovered. i visited the patients of the absent children 
and also took the matter up with the Ohie# and Councillors 
with the result that when I visited the reserve a few days 
later on my way back from ec La Ronge there was thirteen 
children attending the school, seeing that the school is 
operated at no little expense to the government, I impressed 
on the Indiane and all concerned that it was the Government's 
wish that it be well attended.

There is no school building or 
teacher's residence at either Pelican or Sandy Narrows. 
When the Summer School was held, the Church building 
was used for a school and the teacher lived either in 
a tent or in an Indian house. Wew buildings would 
therefore be needed at Sandy Narrowa and all school 
equipment and supplies. fhe Indians at this point have 
had very little chance of getting their children 
educated and we strongly urge that this new effort be 
undertaken. Rev. E. Ahenakew talked over this matter 
with Mr. Russell Ferrier in Ottawa in September and I 
believe he will give a favourable report on the matter. 
Another reason why Sandy Narrows seems to be the better 
site is that there is good soil there and the Indians 
have quite large potato gardens at that point and the 
fishing is better than at Pelican Narrows.

In this connection, you could 
be guided by the salaries allowed in cases of other schools in 
the Diocese of Saskatchewan. If you will state whether the 
person ed is to perform teaching duties only or whether 
he will also be required to act in the dual capacity of 
teacher and missionary, the Department will be in a position 
to decide the salary that would be allowed. The qualifications 
and experience of the teacher appointed should also be for= 
warded. It is noted that it is hoped to have this school 
opened about the beginning of June, next, at which time the 
Indians will be returning from their trapping grounds.

Cheque in payment for 
the services of Mrs. Nunn during the period she taught 
has been forwarded to the Synod Office, Diocese of 
Saskatchewan, Prince Albert. 


The salary we can allow Mr. Gilmore will be 
at the rate of $95 per teaching month, which will be paid 
upon receipt of the usual returns of attendance at the 
end of each quarter. It is noted that, besides teach- 
he will attend to certain missionary duties during 
the absence of the missionary in charge.

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married man named Mr. T.M. Gilmore, has been appointed 
as teacher, and his arrival was daily expected when I 
was there. It is, I understand, the intention to keep 
this school open all the year round, and in order to do 
this, there are certain difficulties which will have to 
be met. It is impossible for the parents to reside at 
Stanley steadily, inasmuch as their sole source of live- 
lihood is derived from hunting, fishing and trapping, 
and these occupations necessariby entail them being at 
widely scattered points. If they were to reside stcad- 
ily at Stanley, they could not make a living. They 
appreciate this, and the members of the band and myself 
had a long talk over the question. They appear to be 
very anxious to have their children given an opportun- 
ity to acqiire an education, and in particular a knowl- 
edge of the English language. Very few members of thie 
band speak English. They stated that they had two 

houses available for the use of the children, and pro- 
posed that the girls be given one house and the boys the 
other, end that each house should be incharge of an 
Indian woman who would do the cooking for them and give 
them supervision. A man would remain to provide fish 
and fire-wood for them. They want to give this a trial 
and agreed to request the Department to expend sufficient 
from the funds of their band to provide flour, tea, sugar 
and lard. They will find the meat and fish. I would 
recommend that their request be given consideration so 
that a trial may be made of this plan, during the coming 
winter, &s it would be difficult at this time of the year 
to get supplies in to them , I would suggest that if this 
plan receives favourable consideration that the teacher 


be authorized to purchase what is necessary locally. There

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is a branch of both the Hudson's Bay Compiny and 
Revillon Freres at this point, and they allow the 
Department 25% oftheir regular prices, but I think 
it would be worth while to ask Revillon Freres to 
Supply the goods at the same price as the destitute 
supplies were delivered under contract, 

I am attaching hereto the resolution Signed 
by the Chief and Head Men and witnessed by myself. 

School is held in a log building, which 
was intended to be a 14 story building, but there is 
no upstairs, The Indians promised to replaster and 
put this building into proper repair for the winter 
months. They have no school furniture, but just a 
few rough benches and tables, 

Part of the equipment asked for by the In- 
dians was a team of horses and a bob-sleich to enable 
them to haul wood for the school and bring in supplies 
from Isle a la Crosse. I would not advise sending a 
team in until we are assured that sufficient hay has 
been put up to feed them during the winter... I may say 
in this connection that the school is built on a point 
on the Ohurechill River and the wood has to be rafted in 
in the summer and hauled by dogs in the winter. In the 
event of horses being supplied, the teacher would have 
to be made responsible for their care. 

The Indians appear to be really anxious to have 
this School kept open all year round, and I found them 
very willing to promise to do their share in making this 
possible,

There has been some difficulty in keeping 
the children in sciiool at the Day school of the Amos 
Charles Reserve at Stanley, as the children have to 
accompany their parents on tiie hunt, which is their 
only means of making @ livelihood. With regard to the 
Indian boys and girls being left in charge of an Indian 
woman or man, I doubt very much whether this wuld be 4 
satisfactory arrangement. I might, however, suggest 
that, if there were a large number of children, it 
would be wise to enploy a white man and his wife to 
supervise these boys and girls. It is so late in the 
season that it wuld be practically impossible to 
complete arrangements for this plan, but I wuld ask 
that this matter be given consideration by the Depart- 
ment, so that it might be carried out in the manner 
which I suggested, probably next summer,

Miss Merritt, who is 
in charge, is doing excellent work, though is rather 
handicapped through parents having to make a liveli-« 
nood solely from hunting and trapping, which means 
that the children do not attend as regularly as they 
should. In my Opinion, I think it would be worth 
while keeping the school open during the coming 
winter months and,if it is found that the attendance 
does not warrant operating this school,that same 
then be closed. If this course is followed, it would 
mean that children would have to be sent to the Lac 
La Ronge boarding school.

Mr. Ahab Spence will finish his College course at the 
beginning of May, and the Bishop has asked me to nominate him 
as Teacher of above Gchool for the coming season. 

Last year the Department said the school should be kept 
open from June lst. to Oct. 3lst. but it seems impossible to 
do this, as the people all go away to distant trapping grounds 
in September. Do you think it would be possible to arrange 
for the school children to be looked after at Stanley while 
their parents were away as was done a few years ago? 

Spence himself would rather spend the remainder of the 
year doing missionary work exclusively, but it will be easier 
for us to find the balance of his salary, if he receives a 
salary from the Department for some considerable portion of 
the year. And of course the children will make better pro- 
gress if the school term lasts longer. 

He plans to visit the trapping camps during the winter, 
and to stay a good many days in each camp, and perhaps in this 
way he could help the children to go on with their studies 
during the winter. I believe in this way he could earn the 
$475, ( 5 months @ $95 per month) which the Department offered 
last year. Would you be willing to recommend this suggestion 
to the Department?

With reference to your letter file 132-4-4 dated the 
17th, ultimo, I note yaur. remgrks regarding the requisition 
not being promptly forwarded to your office; This wes caused 
by the fact that no post office is located at Stanley, it 
being located 50 miles by air from Igc La Ronge and can only 
send the mail out by someone going or by a plane that hap- 
pens to come in at this point, our agency also being located 
in the country 12 miles from Leask where no provision is 
made for the receivaing and despatching of mail causingdelay. 


I have just recently returned from Stanley and have 
brought along the reports which I am forwafding, 


I do not tomsider it very fair to hold up Mr. Spence's 
cheques owing to not forwarding his return as this entirely 
beyond his control; Sir transportation is the only means of 
shipping class room supplies to this point in the summmer, 
and this being only a summer school and no teacher is employ- 
ed until May when it was decided to open the school it was 
impossible to arrenge for these supplies to come in by winter 
freight.

I had a chat with Archdeacon Paul 
today, and he informe me that one of the 
most urgent needs in the Anglican Diocese 
is the provision of a classroom at the 
Stanley Indian Day School. The Church 
has fixed up the missionary's residence, 
where the téeacher can live. I promised 
to give this favourable consideration for 
another year. 
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(kiixtract from letter to Archdeacon Paul from the Rev. H.E, Hives, 
anuary 1932.

~eeee The school has proven a great success owing to the work 
of preparation and continuation done by the chief. The people 
all responded to his appeal for workers to attend to the various 
tasks and the W.A. provided the food for those who worked. The 
two houses belonging to the chief are the ones being used for 
the children as the grant promised by the Indian Department 
could not come in time to be fitted up for the fall, Other 
arrangements will have to be made another year as the chief 
says he cannot always give his house as he might have occasion 
to need it himself. 


Mr, Gilmore told me that after having seen you he was 
of the impression that a new school was to be built this coming 
summer, f this is the case the material in the 01d school could 
be used to build the two houses necessary to accommodate the 
children. In any case whether the present school is refashioned 
or other houses built for the children's use the following 
hardware will be necessary: 


lbs 4" nails 

lbs 13" hails 

lbs 28" nails 

door locks 

sets door hinges 
lengths stove pipe 6" 
elbows 6" 

rolls wire for pipes 
dampers for pipes 6" 


This material should be sent this winter so that it can 
be used. during the summer. The necessary doors and windows and 
shingles should be ordered also. Some grant for lumber should 
be included which could be secured from the mill at Lae la Ronee. 
The money for all this expense was voted last summer by the 
Indians to be taken from the band funds. The Inspector, Mr, 
Muirison, would have the record of this, This is for the 


children's houses and not for any school building which might 
be contemplated,

When I saw you last September you told me that 
you thought the Department would build a new Class-room 
for the Stanley School next Summer. Would it be possible 
for the material for this building to be sent up during 
the present Winter? The freighting of heavy material is 
almost impossible in Summer when travel is only by canoe, 
put teams and sleighs go up in Winter. If you contemplate 
a lumber building, the dimensiong lumber at any rate could 
be obtained from the Lac la Ronge School mill. But a good 
log building with hewn logs with lime and sand plaster 
between the logs would, I think, meet the requirements, I 
enclose an extract from a letter to me from the Rev, H.E, 
Hives, the Missionary in charge of that district, mentioning 
the fact that the Band have voted money from their Fund to 
erect two houses, one for boys and one for girls, for the 
accommodation of the children during the Winter when their 
parents are away trapping, and giving a list of hardware 
needed for these houses. Inspector Muirson is acquainted 
with the whole situation and would, I am sure, give you 
whatever information you require. I would like to suggest 
that the Department supply the necessary hardware, doors, 
windows, shingles, stoves &c,. and the Indians at Stanley 
would cut and hew the logs gratis if rations could be given 
them while working, both for Class-room and children's houses, 


Mr. Gilmore, the Teacher, was out for a short time 
ing the Christmas holidays, He appears to be doing very 
ood work and the children are getting on well, Mr. Hives

carried out the erection of a new Mission house last Summer 
with only local help. Mr. Gilmore is living in it this 
Winter and finds it comfortable. I think therefore, that Mr. 
Hives' list of material needed could be relied on, but he is 
estimating for the children's houses, not the Class-room, 


I know that the estimates are not passed till 
Apeil, but I hope it will be possible to make arrangements 
for the necessary material to be sent to Stanley during the 
Winter. 


Mr. W.A, Bear has the contract for hauling all the 
supplies for Lac la Ronge School from Prince Albert. He is 
a Treaty Indien, but a capable man, and I should recommend 
that he be given the contract for hauling the material. The 
material could be sent to him c/o Northern Cartage Co., Prince 


Albert, Sask. He gets his mail at the General Delivery, Prince 
Albert. 


Mr. Gilmore is arranging to have the annual School 
holidays during April and May during the musk-rat season, All 
the Indians are home at Stanley during June, July and August, 
so it is best to teach during those months, ‘

I closed the Stanley School for April & May 
as the people were going away after Easter, and would want 
their children with them, and if they did not take them 
they could not get back for them until June, 


I would like you to see that Maggie Bear, John 
Charles & his wife get paid for their services during the winter 
from about Oct. lst till Easter, six months. If they do not 
receive some remuneration there would be no use in trying to 
keep the school open another winter. John Charles was promised 
$50. for his work and Maggie Bear & Mrs. Charles $10. @ month. 
I would like to put a recommendation to youe The Indiang 
expressed themselves as well pleased with the results of the 
winter's work and by all accounts there will be a lot more 
children stay in the village next year. If you, when you are up 
in the summer, could arrange for responsible overseers of the 
children at home, in two houses, and a man to look after the 
collecting of food and fire-wood, and tell them what they are 
to be paid, then I believe there would be a good response. Ag 
Archdeacon Paul is to be resident in Stanley this summer, and 
+ expect to return around June ist we shall see to various 
other things that I found out, by experience, need to be attended 
to. 


Now Mr. Murchison I am sending you the quarterly 
returns ending Mar, 3lst, and would like you to request the 
powers that be at Ottawa to cut out some red tape and pay the 
salary now. I am not likely to get a school at this time of 
year, and one cannot save money at Stanley on Company's prices 
for things, so I shall need this cheque &s soon as possible. 

I did not get the Sept. 3lst cheque till Jamary and the Dec. 31st 
cheque in March. At that rate, I would be back in Stanley 

before this one would come through so please hustle them up. 

It's impossible for me to carry on out here unless you do so.

I am informed that an Indian named John Charles 
was engaged to supply wood for the school during the 
winter months and was promised $50.00 remuneration, also 
that Maggie Bear and Mra. Charles, two Indian women were 
promised $10.00 per month for taking care of the girl 
and boy pupils respectively during the winter while their 
parents were away on their trap lines. So far as I can 
ascertain the teacher took it upon himself to engage 
these people with no other justification than Indian 
talk. When making the payments at Stanley last July the 
Amos Charles Band passed 4 resolution authorizing the 


Department to expend $200.00 from their band funds,

a supplies and the services of two women for looking

after the children during the winter months. I explained 
very carefully to the Indians through the Interpreter 
that I could not promise that the Department would accede 
to their request, but that I would bring their request 
to the attention of the Department and if the Department 
acceded to their request the teacher would be notified. 
v4) I repeatedly told them that this matter would have to be 
confirmed by the Department, but notwithstanding this 
apparently the Chief misunderstood. Mr, Gilmour had not 
yet arrived and was not present at our meeting. He has 
taken a great deal upon himself in accepting the Indians' 
etatements without having them duly confirmed by the 
Department.

I have your 307-11 of the 7th instant, 
enclosing the March quarter return of the Stanley 
Indian Day School, together with a Copy of a 
communication which you received from Mr. F,. Ma 
Gilmour, the teacher. A cheque in payment of the 
Salary due Mr. Gilmour for the above quarter will 
be sent. 


Relative to the wood supplied this school 
during the winter months, and also to remunerating the 
two Indian women for taking care of the girl and boy 
pupils during the winter, I have to say that if you 
consider payment for these services is a fair charre 
against the Department, I would request that you pre- 
pare and forward a voucher in favour of John Charles 
covering the cost of the wood supplied, This expense 
would be paid from our Approprietion for Indian 
Education. A voucher in favour of Magrie Bear and 
Mre. John Charles for the amount due them for taking 
care of the children should also be forwarded, properly 
certified, and same would be Payable, as relief, from 
Band Funds, Account No. 190. It 18 considered that 
the above parties acted in good faith in supplying the 
wood and in the care of the children, and it would, no 
doubt, be in the interests of the future work at this 
school to pay for the services rendered, The Depart- 
ment will, however, leave this matter in your hands to 
decide whether payment should be made, and, if so, you 
should prepare and forward vouchers, properly certified. 
The teacher is to be informed, however, that in future 
he is not to authorize any expenditure in connection 
with this school, as the Department will not be 
Tesponsible for the payment of same. 


You should instruct whoever makes the treaty 
Payments at Stanley this summer to make definite arrange- 
ments for the supplying of fuel for next winter's use. 


Owing to lack of funds, it will not be possible 
for the Department to authorize any expenditure in the 
loare of the children while their parents are away on their 
trap lines next winter.

I enclose herewith an account submitted by 
Fr. M. Gilmour, teacher at the Stanley Day School in the fle 
a la Crosse Agency, amounting to $85.22 for food supplies 
ete. furnished the school during the months of July to 
December inclusive in 1931 and the months of January, 
February, and March in 1932. I am also enclosing the 
covering letter from the teacher which accompanied this 
account. 


I may inform the Department that this is the 
first intimation I have had that this man was incurring ex~- 
penditure of this nature. I certainly did not give him the 
authority and I can find nothing on file showing that Mr. 
Graham 41d. However I heve no doubt but that the goods 
were supplied. I wish to make it clear to the Department 
that when making the payments at Stanley last year Mr. 
Gilmour had not arrived and did not arrive until some time 
after I had left and I therefore did not meet him and had 
no opportunity at that time to give him instructions. 
However, very shortly after being placed in charge as 
Inspector for this Province, I wrote Mr. Gilmour informing 
him that in future he was not to authorize any expenditure 
in connection with the Stanley school before first taking 
the matter up and receiving authority to do so, as the 
Department would not be responsible for the payment of 
unauthorized aecounts. I have not heard that this man has 
ineurred any expenditure since that time. The account in 
question was incurred previous to my taking over the super- 
‘%ision of the work in this Province.

STANLEY DAY SCHOOL : 


I visited this school on July 15th and found 29 
pupils present with “r.T.M.Gilmore as teacher. ‘rhe pupils 
appeared clean, healthy and well clothed. 

In taking the classes in their various subjects I 

noticed some of the pupils were mich further advanced then the 
majority, in spite of there being little or no difference 
in their ages. In questioning Mr. Gilmore regarding this he 
informed me the backward pupils were those who attendéd school 
a@uring the summer months only. He also advised me that owing 
to the fact that these children attended school for three or 
four months, and then lived with their people during the 
balance of the year, resulted in them forgetting what they had 
learned at school, 

In view of this it would appear to be a wasted 
effort in trying to teach these children under those conditions. 
However I found the children who had attended their classes 
during the winter months well advanced in their studies. These 
appeared keen and interested in their work, and all seemed 
anxious to return to their school this winter. 

The Chief and members of this band are very 
anxious to keep this school open during the yearly school term 
and have voted the sum of $600.00 to be taken from band funds 
for that purpose. Dispensation of same as follows: 

50.00 a year for housing,cooking & washing for girl pupils. 
50.00 a year for " " # " boy " 
50.00 a year for labor to supply fuel and fish for above 
200.00 a year for food supplies from Revillon Freres 
Trading Co. Stanley. 
$250.00 to ship in the following: 5 sacks flour, 100 lbs. 
pot barley, 100 lbs rolled oats, 50 1bs.sugar,25 lbs, 
tea, 36 lbs. lard and 200 candles. 

These people advised me that if they could be 
assured this school was to be kept open thé» year round they 
would guarantee to increase the yearly average daily attendance 
from 24.01 to 45. In do soing the provider of each femily 
would be able to give more time to his hunting and trap lines 
during the winter months. 

I am attaching hereto the resolution, signed 
by the Chief and Head men which was witnessed by me, and 
would recommend it be given favorable consideration.

STANLEY DAY SCHOOL. 


The report in connection with this day school 
4s not encouraging in view of the living onditions of the 
people. As these people derive their living by hunting and 
trapping, it is absolutely impossible for them to reside 
continuously at Stanley. Theif means of livelihood takes 
them considerable distances from that point and it is 
obvious that unless vesidential facilities are provided 
for the school children to enable them to remain at Stanley 

all the year round, we canot expect a regular and satis- 
factory attendance. It will be noted on Page 8 of the 
report the Paying Officer states that the Chief and members of 
this band are anxious to keep the school open during the 
term and have voted the sum of $600.00 to be taken from their 
iband funds for that purpose. T question the advisability 
Jjof doing this. The funds of that band are very limited 

/iand after all the granting of this money would only be a 
temporary expendient, as, if the funds are to be used from 
year to year for this purpose, they would soon become 
depleted and we would be confronted with the same 
situation as exists at present. In view of the resolutions 
having been passed, TI am submitting them herewith.

I have your Ho. 7-11 of the 22nd ultimo, enclosing 
the report of Mr. 8. H. eon, paying officer for the Isle 
a la Crosse oy, on his visit to the Beauval and 
Ronge Indian Residential Schools and Stanley Indian 


With reference to his report on the Stanley Day School, 
and your remarks thereto in connection with the providing of 
the sum of $600 from the funds of the Band to cover the cost 
of food supplies, housing, cooking and washing, for the pupils 
during the coming winter, I have to say that the Amos Charles 
Band, to which these Indiane belong, have not sufficient funds 
at their credit to provide the expenditure required. The 
funds at our disposal, from the Appropriation for Indian 
Education, are so limited this year that, as you were informed 
by official letter dated April 15, 1932, it will not be possible 
for the Department to authorize any expenditure in caring for 
the children while their parents are away on their trap lines 
this coming winter. 


We will, however, be prepared to authorize the 
expenditure required in the purchase of fuel. If arrange- 
mente have not elready been made to that end, you should 
take the necessary action to have the quantity of fuel 
required delivered. The fuel could, no doubt, be supplied 
by the Indians; the teacher keeping a record of the quantity 
delivered by each, whichshe should forward to you, when you 
could prepare a voucher, in triplicate, for the amount due. 


The teacher should be definitely informed that funds 
Cannot be provided to board the Indian children during the 
coming winter,

At a meeting of the Chief, Councillors and Members 
of the Amos Charles Band held on August <lst 1933, the following 
resolution was passed: 


"We, the Chief, Councillors and Members of the Amos Charles 
Band wish to withdraw the sum of $150.00 from our Band 
Fund with which to pay those who looked after the child- 
re at the Stanley Day School during the winter term 
from September 1932 to June 1933, The salaries were 
to have been $50.00 for the man, and $40.00 each for the 
two women who looked after the children, 

This reaffirms our decison made at the Annual Treaty 
in July 1932 but which, through an error on the part 
of Archdeacon Paul who interpreted a later letter, 

Was countermanded, The letter interpreted by the Arch- 
deacon ought to have stated that we wished our Band 
Fund to be used for the above purpose for the winter 
term 1932-1933 but that we do not wish any further funds 
to be used for this purpose after June 1933. 

Since the above amounts have been advanced in part by 

Mr Mclean of Stanley, we wald request that the total 
amount of $130.00 be sent to him so that he may pay 
the amounts owing to Horace Charles, Bella Charles 
and Maggie Bear and also reimburse himself for the 
amounts that he has advanced," 


Proviséon has been made for the operation of the school 
for the coming winter without using the Band Funds for this purpose.

I am in receipt of a letter and petition 
from the Chief, Councillors, and members of the Amos Churles 
Band expressing their wish to withdraw the sum of 130.00 
from their Band funds with which to pay Horace Charles, 
Bella Sharles, and Maggie Bear for services rendered in 
connection with looking after the children attending the 
Day School at Stanley during the period when the parents 
were absent on their trap lines. In this connection { would 
refer you to Departmental letter No. 132-4-5, dated October 
7th, 1932. 


On October 12th I wrote Miss Merrett, teacher 
at the Stanley Day School in part as follows;- "I am in receipt 
“of a letter from the Department in which they wish me to inform 
"you definitely that funds cannot be provided to board the 
"Tndian children during the coming winter and there are not 
"sufficient funds at the credit of the Amos Charles Band to 
"provide for the expenditure required. ‘The funds at the dis- 
"posal of the vepartment for indian education are so limited 
"that it will not be possible for the bepartment to authorize 
"any expenditure in caring for the children while their parents 
“are away on their trap lines. I will be glad if you will so 
®inform the Chief and Councillors". I my inform you also that 
I notified the Venerable Archdeacon Paul, of Prince Albert, 
regarding the vepartment's decision with reference to this 
matter, but notwithstanding this warning apparently the Chief 
and Councillors took the mtter in their own hands and made 
arrangements for the care of the children. In view of he 
circumstances, £ feel that the In@fanSresponsible r this 
action should be called upon tO ‘pay for ‘he servic rendered.

With reference to your letter of March 30th, file 
1384-1, in regard to keeping the Stanley Indian Day School 
opeh for a period of ten months; I went into this matter 
with the Indians and the widows of the Band agreed to stay 
in the villiage end look after the children while school is 
in progress. I feel sure that they would give the children 
good care. 


At the present time there are twenty eight children 
attending this school but this nupber would likely be reduced 
in the winter. I estimate that there would be approximately 
twenty children attending the school during the winter months. 
The parents of most of the children, that is the Hunting Indians, 
have agreed to leave their children at the villiage to attend 
the school. 


I am enclosing 4 requisition, form 37, for the rations 
that I believe will be necessary for these children. The foll- 
owing supplies should be shipped in as soon as possible by the 
Mi & @ Aviation Go. in order to keep the children until the 
balence of the groceries arrive by winter Freight:

No. _ 1 have the honor to call your attention to 
the Sturgeon Lake Day school; the small attendance at 
which is chiefly due to the prohibitive distance of 
the children's homes from the school, I have gone 
into the matter with the councillors of the band and 
some of the parents, and find that by introducing an 
arrangement for the transporting of the pupils to the 
school from the East end ( the distance of the furthest 
child of school age being 7 miles) some 18 children m 
may be carried to and from the school .

Two of these, ae indicated above,have been in attendance 
here; but the Indians who have kept them find themselves 
unable to keep them permanently; and at any rate such young 
children should not be sent away from home to live with 
other Indians,except under very exceptional conditions. 

I have xmxx little doubt that if the residence accommoda- 
tion in connection with this school could be utilized , the 
parents of all these eight children would gladly send them 
to boafd at the school during the week, at least from Mon- 
day to Friday. This would necessitate some further equip- 
ment of the residence, and furnishing Mre. Godfrey, a good 
reliable woman, to act as matron or at least es help. Howe 
ever, this would probably be the best solution of the pro- 
blem of education for Reserve 106A, where it is not likely 


it will ever he found advisable to establish a school.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 12th inst No 117330/1 with reference to the 
appointment of the Revd - LeClair to the position of 
sachool teacher on the Sturgeon Lake reserve for the 
month of May and June in place of Mr Swift who has 
enlisted, 

I infer from your letter however that this 
in only a temporary appointment,and that likely the 
Revd = LeClair will be replaced by some other party 
after the Summer vocation, 

I may say that the Indians of the Sturgeon 
lake,are not at all satisfied with the present arrangement 
of having a preacher,and teacher combined,as a matter of 
fact owing to conditions on this particular reserve I 
am somewhat inclined to agree with them, 

If possible a lady teacher would be preferred 
by the Indians unless a good man is procurable, 

On the 16th inst my intention was to inspect 
thie school,and incidently advise the teacher as to his 
duties etc,you can imagine my surprise however when ‘I 
arrived at the building to find the school closed owing 
to the fact that the teacher had been called to attend 
a funeral, 

The pupils were all in the school playground 
so I instructed them to clean up the yard,as the enclosure 
was altogether in an abominable state, 

As I found the water supply ineufficient to 
meet demands I gave instructions to have the school well 


deepened ,especially as the nearby river is full of 
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especially as the nearby river is full of dead fish 
which makes the latter water unuseable, 

The teachers stable which is situated close 
to the school has just outside its entrance a mound of 
manure that has been accumulating ever since the 
building was erected, 

This manure should be removed as the oder 
originating from this accumulation penetrates both the 
house and school when the wind happens to be in the 
right direction, 

The late teacher should have attended to 
this at his own expense, but unfortuneately he omitted 
to do so, therefore if this work is done now, it will 
necessarely have to be at the Departments expense, 

In conclusion I would recommend that this 
school be kept open throughout the whole month of July 


in order to make up for the time lost during April.

I have the honor to report that I am having 
considerable trouble in getting any one to do the 
transporting of pupils from the east side of the Sturgeon 
Lake reserve to the school,it will be noticed by the 
vouchers forwarded since the first of Novembey leat that 
there has been a great many changes, James Peter is doing 
it at the present time,but intends quitting at the end of 
the month,unless he is furnished with a team, ard an 
increase of pay of 50¢ per day. 

He would be willing to pay $20.00 per month 
from his transporting money until the team is pagd for, 
and continue the job till then, while $2.50 per dey appears 
high, this man travells fully 10 miles in making his trip 
from the time he leaves home in the morning until he 
reaches the school,and the same in the evening,the distance 
being too great to go home afte? nine, and return before 
four O'tclock,in the meantime there is nathing for him to 
earn anything at, He draws on an average 10 pupils a day, 
Considering all things there is not much in it for him even 
at $2,50 per day. 

The question is would the money paid the two 
transporters $4.50 per day not furnish breakfast and supper 
for the children,they get their dinner now,and a bi scuit 
or two at 4 O'clock,they could furnish their own Wlankets 
and sleep in the dormitory,and W parents could come 
after them on Friday nights and rn them on Monday 


mornings. 
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No doubt that in the event of this change taking 
place the Assistant Matron would expect an increase in

Dear Mr. Graham, 


I beg to submit the following report of a visit which 
I made to the four Day Schools operating in the Carlton Agency. 


STURGEON LAKE DAY SCHOOL. 


LI visitee this school on Jenuery llth. end found only 
two children in attendance. There was an epicemic of Le Grippe 
on this reserve and this school wae closed on that eccount 
before I left the res:rvé. There are two centres of 
population on this reserve. The school is situated at the west 
end. There ere eleven pupils enrolied which ‘s all the ehild- 
ren of school age residing within a reasonable distance of the 
school. The children of school age whose parents resice at the 
east end of the reserve are attending the residentiel schools 
at La-la-Ronge, Duck Lake and Onion Lake. 


The school room has been repr 4red since my lest visit 
one year “fO-« ‘he windows on the north-west side have been 
closed and light now comes in from four windows on the south- 
west side of the room. The building is very comfortable. ‘The 
room is 18' x 26' with a 12' ceiling. the exterior hes been 
white washed and presents & neat appearance « 


Mr. H-W-Shaw hes been teacher here for many yeers, anc 
is going good work. His influence is good on the reserve. He 
works in harmony with the Department officials and the 
Principals of the residential schools. The Yeacher's residence 
is a large well built frame puilding, and it is is goose condition, 
4t has been repainted enc presents a good eppesrence. The 
furnace had burnt out beyond repair.

He wae relieved of his duties in 1927, and Bishop Lioyd, when 
nominating him for the James Smith Indian Day School, stated that 
he had not been a success in the residential institution "as 
expected" (this file) (The appointment, of course, had been made 
by the M. 3. 0. CG.) The trouble which led to his removal from 
t Sehool was in connection with corporal punishment. 
Hoth the Church and the Department investigated, ané the Churoeh, 
on ite own initiative, relieved him of his post. (128-1-1). 


From 1927, Mr. and Mra. Bird were at the James Smith 
Indian Day Schoel (Fort a la Corne North). In October, 1930, the 
Church notified the Department that Mra. Burbridge, teacher of 
the south end of the reserve, was leaving. A month later, Mrs. 
Burbridge put up a fight against her retirement ani complained 
of the activities of the Rev. Mr. Bird. (109-91). Mr. Bird 
retaliated in Jamary, 1931, by interesting the Honourable Mr. 
Weir in his behalf. Purther, Mr . Bird wrote the Superintendent 
General, complaing of Indian Agent Schmidt (D. M. ‘'s Private 
File 329) and she wrote the Department, protesting about the 
procedure in oalli the medical officer to the reserve (9-109). 
In February, the Chief of the Band and the President of the 
Canadian Legion at Kinistino protested concerning Mrs. Burbridge's 
dismissal and complained about Mr. Bird. In Mareh, Archdeacon 
Paul investigated conditions and found the reserve rather 
divided in ite allegiance between the two workers (109-9-1). Mrs.

Sturgeon Lake Indian Day School. 


I visited this school on January 27th, 1926, 


The school building is of logs on a stone foundation; it is 
rough cast on the outside and sealed with lumber on the inside. The 
class room is 18 x 26 and the ceiling is 12 feet high. The teacher 
reports that it is very easily heated, and he has no trouble in 
keeping it comfortable even in the coldest of weather not-with- 
standing the fact that there are no storm windows. The room is 
lighted by four windows, two on each side, each having four lights 
with glass 15" x 30", This is an old size and hard to replace. to 
conform with the public school standards the two windows might be 
taken from one side of the building and placed on the other so 4s to 
bring the light in over the left shoulder, but apart from this the 
building is quite suitable in my opinion, and will serve the purpose 
satisfactorly for some years yet. I note that one panel was broken 
out of the door, and think it would be better to supply a new door, 
as they are not very expensive, rather than attempt to repair it. 
With further reference to the windows I may say that the old sash 
is in a decayed condition and the window sash will have to be re- 

placed very shortly. It would be advisable when replacing these 
windows to obtain them of # standard size. 


The teacher's dwelling is a large two storey building with a 
basement heated by a hot air furnace, This building has not been 
repainted since it was built in 1911. It was originally white 
with green trimmings, and the paint has stood remarkably well, It 
should, however, now be repainted, 


Commissioner Graham forwarded the above under cover of his 
letter of February 191 gh926 and states:- 
os- 


"The first school dealt with is Sturgeon Lake, Certain re- 
pairs are required at this school such as replacing the sash, 
supplying a new door, etc. It seems to me that this could be done 
for less than $50.00 and if money is available for this I will have 
the work done at once, If there is money available for painting 
the teacher's residence I could buy the paint now and have it put 
on after the 31st of March,"

Inepector's Report on Indian Day “chools, 
Carlton ency - Saskatchewan 


I beg to submit the following report on the Day 
Schools in the Carlton Agency which I visited during the month 
of February. 

Sturgeon Lake Day School 

I visited this Day school on the 16th instant, 
Saturday, and consequently the children were not in attendance. I 
noted the condition of the buildings. The school building was 
built many years ago of spruce logs and has served its purpose. 
This building, according to information given me, was built over 
fifty years ago at the east end of the Reserve ami was later moved 
to its present location. 

The teacher's residence is a large frame building, 
heated with a hot air furnace. This building was originally 
intended as a semi-residential school, the rear wing being added 
so that outlying pupils could be accommodated with sleeping quarte: 
from Monday until Fr | night. It has however not been used for 
this purpose and this addition is not required by the teacher. J 
examined the wing and found that by mking some alterations a 
Glassroom, 16' x 28', could be provided as well as cloakrooms. 


This could be done, I am satisfaed, at very little cost and would 


make it unnecessary to provide a separate school building. The 


ceilings downstairs in the part ocoupied as a residence by the 
teacher require replastering. ‘There are two basements under the 
building, one under the wing mentioned and the other under the

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portion occupied by the teacher. In the event of remodeling this 
wing for classroom purposes, I would suggest that a small pipeless 
furnace be placed in the basement for heating the wing. 

- I noticed that the outside toilets were in bad con- 
dition and should be replaced with new structures. 

The premises appeared to be fairly neat and tidy. 

Phere were 17 pupils enrolled, 11 girls and 6 boys, 
and the average attendance for February was 10.13. ¥or the December 
quarter the percentage of attendance was 84.42. ‘The highest per- 
centage of attendance was in November 87.50. 

fhe present teacher, Mr. T. k- Macdonald, is 4 young 
merriea man. He holds a second class Saskatchewan certificate. His 
wife is elso a qualified teacher. Mr. Macdonald impressed me as 
being energetic and capable. I am looking for conditions to improve 
under his management, as I believe he is the best qualified teacher 
we have had at this school for many yeers. 

I saw the children in their homes and was favorably 
impressed ty their cleanly appearance. I my sey thet the Indians 
of the Sturgeon Lake Reserve generally keep their homes and persons 
in a clean comition. This particularly applies to the families in 
lose proximity to the school from which the pupilage is obtained. |

Referring to your 303-11 of the 26th ultimo, 
reporting on your visit to the Sturgeon Lake Indian Day 
School in the Carlton Agenoy, I have to say that the 
Department has received a report from Mr. Agent Davis 
Leask, Sask., relative to fitting up a classroom in the 
teacher's residence, the installation of a pipeless 
furnace and the building of two new toilets. Agent 
Davis estimates that the cost of altering the rear wing 
of the teacher's residence would be approximate $100 
and that two new toilets can be constructed for $30. 


Regarding your guggegsten that a pipeless 
furnace be installed, Agent vis reports that he does 
not think this expenditure is necessary, as it would take 
approximately $135 to install same, whereas the stove at 
present in use in the day school would be satisfactory. 


The Department will have funds available in our 
Appropriation for the current fiscal year to carry out the 
above mentioned improvements; also the replastering of the 
ceilings downstairs in the part occupied as a residence by 
the teacher. This work should be carried out during the 
coming summer holidays, as it is not considered advisable 
to make any change between now and the end of June. I 
would request that you arrange with — Davis for the 
purchase, from firms on the approved list, of any materials 
required, and for the labsur in carrying out the work. 


The Agent should obtain itemized accounts, giving 
full particulars as to the materials and cost of same, 
also for the labour, These he should attach to proper 
voucher forms, certify in the usual manner and forward for 
payment.

Her 
father is employed by the Church &® Missionary and 
is the one who would be looking after the chickens. 


Mr. Brant would like to take over the school duties 
from his daughter and I believe that Arch. Deacon Paul 
will be taking this matter up with you later. In this event 
the chickens would be well looked after,but if Miss Brant 
continued as the teacher she might get married or leave the 
position,and it would then be necessary for the family to 
move and the next teacher appointed might not be in favour 
of the experiment. 


I fe®l quite sure, if Mr. Rrant was the teacher, thet 
the chickens would be used for the right purpose and he would 
not leave the Reserve for very long in the summer holidays.

Dear Sir: 


I am enclosing herewith copy of a 
memorandum received by this Branch from *. M. Bailey, 
Departmental Purchasing Agent. The subject matter of 
this memorandum, you will note, is self-explanatory. 


I may state that the Multi Use Cream 
to which the Purchasing Agent refers costs £6.45 per 
gallon. He is of the opinion that first grade paint, 
equally if not more serviceable, might have been 
secured at $2.00 to $3.50 per gallon. 


I am not, as you are no doubt aware, 
responsible either for the employment, suspension 
or dismissal of Indian gents. I do feel, however, that 
I should in fairness to myself point out to you that I 
have been called upon altogether too frequently during 
the last few months either to explain or justify or 
defend the actions of Indian Agent Davis. If this man 
1s over-worked, he should be supplied with additional 
help; if the agency is tco large, ways and means should 
be considered of reducing it; or if he is dissatisfied 
with conditions in the Carlton agency, consideration 
should be given to his removal to another agency. [In 
view of the number of complaints that have reached me 
with respect to his work, I have no alternative other 
than to summarize these complaints and to send then on 
to the higher officials for their consideration and for 
whatever action they may deem necessary, in vier 1f all 
the circumstances.

I wish to bring to your attention that I have just had a 
letter from Mr. Raymond G. Robinson, teacher of the Sturgeon Lake Indian 
Day School at Sturgeon Lake, in the Carlton Agency, and in this letter 
he points out that the boys and girls who are attending the school devoted 
much time and labour on the school garden and their efforts were not in 
vain as the school have a good supply of potatées, onions, cabbages, carrots, 
and turnips in the basement. I know this to be true because I saw their 
garden and they had a fine crop. 


Mr. Robinson further mentions wheat a Godsend it would be to the 
children if they could have some meat to put in with their stew of vegetables. 
He states the $50.00 they are allowed for noon-dey lunches is spent on the 
following: flour, cocoa, rice, beans, lard, yeast cakes, pepper, salt, 
macaroni, etc., therefore they have nothing with which to buy meat. 


I would recommend that this man be given $25.00 with which to buy 
beef. This would make an allowance of $75.00 in all.

I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, 
recommending an additional amount for midday meal 
purposes at the Sturgeon Lake Day sehool. 


AS you state in your letter, we are allowing 
an amount of $50.00 for the current academic year for 
this purpose and I note that the school garden has 
produced a plentiful supply of vegetables which can 

be used for maki soup. I do not see the necessity 
for purchase of flour and yeast cake. 


I would also point out that this year we 
have forwarded 550 lbs. of the new biscuit to the 
Sturgeon Lake School. Each of these biscuits weighs 
2 ounces and consequently 4400 biscuits were forwarded. 
The average attendance at this school has been 17 and 
this means that there are available approximately 270 
biscuits for each child. When the formula for these 
bisoults was prepared the opinion was expressed that 
they are sufficiently nutritious to dispense with 
other foods. However, as you are aware, we 4id not 
do so but are still allowing the same amount as in 
previous years. 


With the contents of this letter in mind 
the Department does not see any necessity of increasing 
the amount.

. I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter No. 107-9-5 of the 
3rd instant regarding mid-day meal for the Sturgeon Lake Indian Day School, 
Carlton Agency. 


Personally, since I first entered the Indian work I have always 
tried to help those who try to help themselves and are accomplishing something 
for the Indian work. Here is a teacher who is doing 4 splendid job of teaching, 
and both he and his wife are interested in the welfare or the children under 
their care, and then you ask what they are doing with flour and yeast cakes. They 
are trying to give the children e little change in food and in all probability 
they ere doing what the teachers used to do with the biscuits they had before, that 
is hand them out to the children just before they stert for home at 4.00 P.M. 
I do not say they were the same biscuits as those given out today but that is how 
they were used. You must be aware that the feeding of youngsters on the reserves 
is not whet it should ve and the only good meal they get in many cases is whet they 
ere given at the school. Many Indian Day School teachers heve told me that as soon 
as the Indian children started to go to School they araduelly began to gain weight. 
Also, we know that the reason many of our Indians are suffering from T.8. today is 
lack of nourishment. 


In your letter you mentioned that the school garden had supplied a 
plentiful crop of vegetables. This is quite true but only through the efforts 
of the teacher who, instead of going eway for the Summer holidays stayed at home 
to work for just this purpose. I am sure the writer of the above mentioned letter 
knows what soup tastes like without any meat. However, if you say that we cannot 
have any meat the children will simply have to do without it.

MEMORANDUM, 

Mr. Soott,=- 

With reference to the application of the Bishop 
of gaskatchewan for the establishment of an improved day 
school on Thunderdhild's Reserve I beg to say that the 
question of providing a day school for the Indians of thie 
reserve has been before the Department since May, 1911, and 
the reasons given for not granting @ school there are that 
the Indians are so scattered that the children wuld have 
to be conveyed to school and that, out of a population of 
119, 50 Indians are returned as belonging to the Church of 
England, 59 as Roman Catholics and 10 as pagans, The 
applications have always ween made on behalf of the church 
of Bngland, as the Roman Gatholics have a boarding school 
on the reserve, 

The number of children of school age by the last 
census is given as 19, while the Bishop claims that there 
are 26 children @f who should attend school and that nearly 
all of them belong to the Church of England. Mr. Agent 
Rowland in 1913 reported that there "ere 23 “hea of 
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2. 
» 
school age and thet an ideal site, centrally located, on 
which to erect a building, could be had, 

It would be necessary to put,'a schoolhouse and 
teacher's residence, as there is no building available in 
which a school could be conducted, 

On referring to the correspondence I find that 
the Bishop was informed in August, 1913, that if any 
building Were available and there was a possibility of a 
fair attendance the Department would be prepared to assume 
at once the responsibility for the salary of a teacher end 
also to erect a school-house in due course and Mis lordship 
was asked to call on his missionary to supply further infor 
mation. This is the last letter on file. 

Mr. Agent Rowland gives it as his opinion that 
@ god day school on this reserve wuld be very useful and 
it seems to me that there are a sufficient number of chil- 
dren of school age to justify a school being maintained 
there. There is no provision in the estimates for a build- 
ing or teacher's salary. 
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There has been a move made to secure # day school 
for the Thunderchild Reserve. There are quite a number of children 


here growing up without an education and it is time they were 


given an opportunity to get it. Provably an improvement will be

Red Pheasant School is filled up with the children 
and if the attendance increases it will necessitate

the reasons given for not granting a school there are that 
the Indians are so scattered that the children wuld have 
to be conveyed to school and that, out of a population of 
129,,50 Indians are returned as belonging to the Ohurch of 
England, 59 as Roman Catholics and 10 as pagans, The

to the @urrender by the Thunderchi1d and Moosomin Indians 
@f their reserves near Battleford for sale, 4 day school 
was carried on on the Thunderchilds Reserve, which was 
closed for want of attendance, This was in 1909. since 
the Thunderchild Band removed to the new reserve they have 
had no day school, although one has been established for 
the Moosomin Band, 

Te census return for the year ending March 31, 
1917, shows there are 223 Indians in the Thunderchild Band, 
75 of whom are Anglicans, 45 Roman Catholics and 3 pagans, 
with 29 children of school ag, the majority of whom are 
presumably Anglicans. 

The question of establishing an improved day 
school on this reserve has been before the Department 


since 1911 and the last action taken was when Mr. Inspector 
Orombi e 
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2. 
Crombie Was asked to select a site which he consi dered 
would be best suited for a school, He made a selection 
and the question of the establihsment of a school there 
was submitted to the Hon. Dr. Roche on December 4th, 1916, 
who stated that he considered it better not to engage in 
any further building of schools until after the war. 

I might mention that Mr. Crombie, in his report, 
atated that the band were enthusiastic about having 4 
school and that no doubt the attendance Would be good and 
that there Would be no need to provide transport.

to send from other Age nc ies adjoining. In fact the school 
should ba more or less on the lines of an Industrial School, 


as to my mind this is the on ly system. It ig now late in 
the year and nothing much could be done even if we had the 
netéeriel on the ground.

There are lB C) 
enrolled and the average attendance for the quarter 
ending Sept. 30th was 26.67. This I consider a very good 
attendance in view of the fact that quite a number of the 
Indians of the Thunderchild Band earn their living by hunting, 
and trapping and working out for white settlers, which odoupa- 
tions naturally take them away from their reserve a great deal. 
They have 30 single desks in the school and if the total en- 
rollment were to attend they would not have sufficient desks 
to accomodate them. The teacher asked that she might be 
provided with at least six more. I noted that they had three 
wash basins and that the pupils were all provided with tooth 
brushes. The teacher informed me that they were made to clean 
their teeth regularly each day. They have a Hyloplate black- 
board 3'x 12'. This does not give as much blackboard space 
as is desirable and I think that if another board the same 
gize was installed it would be sufficient for the requirements. 
With reference to the building; as I have said before 
it is built of logs and has a shingled roof. It is plastered 
with mud and should be whitewashed before the winter sets in 
as I noted the plaster had shrunk and in places there was 
daylight showing through the walle. It should also be ceiled 
with lumber, as I am afraid that during the winter months

midday meal served at this echool, the children being given 

the regulation issue of hardtack biscuits. I found the 
teacher very bright and enthusiastic.

This is a log building and put up mostly by the 
efforts of the Band but has been much improved by the 
Department,the building is a good size,high ceiling 
and well lighted and makes a very suitable school. 

Mq4ss Wrigley is a very good teacher and the pro- 
gress of the children is exceptionally good in fact 
they are advanced well ahead of their grades, the 
attendance has always been good at this school,the 
parents take an interest in it and the children them- 
selves will not miss sehool if they can possibly, get 
there and the average at this school is always well up 
to the mark. 

Some children have also gone from this school to 
the Onion Lake Boarding schools which makes the attend 
ahce a little lower than last year, 


GENERAL. 


The attendance and progress generally at all the 
schools has been very good,the average is down a little 
on account of Mumps and some of the children being sent 
to the Boarding schools. 

The Teachers and Matrons have all done good work 
and we have a very good teaching staff in the Agency 
at the present time,without exception they are all 
making a genuine effort to make a success of their 
schools and their efforts are being well rewarded, 

“Secular Inspections of all were made by the Pro- 
vinecial school inspectors of the various districts and 
also by the Indian “epartment Inspector and all were 
most favorably impressed with the progress and condit- 
ions generally. 

In conclusion I would state that at the present 
time the school situation in the agency is most satis- 
factory.

\\the Battleford Agency. 


HUNDERCHILD DAY SCHOOL (Anglican) 


I visited this school on the 7th instant. 
I found 13 boys and 9 girls present out of an enrolment 
of 26. The pupils were clean and healthy looking. I 
hela a brief examination and they answered questions 
clearly and aistinctly, and have & pright appearance. 

I found the school room bright and cl ean. 
They have very 1ittle blackboard space and an eddition 
in this connection would pe beneficial. 

A mid-day meal of vegetable soup and 
biscuits is provided. I found the dining room pright 
and cleans 

Since my last visit a new teacher has 
been appointed, Mr. William Sharmen. His wife prepares 
the mid-day meal for the children. Mr. Sharman appears 
tome to be a well qualified teacher. He has a nice 
manner with the children who appear to be quite at their 
ease with him. Mr. Sharman 4e a man who is well 
advanced in years and teaching has been his life 
profession.

eof the Ven Archdeacon Paul to Thunderchild reserve, 
that he advised the Teacher Mr .Sharman to resign as 
he was too old, he was too old and also partially 
crippled,when the Churh Authorities recommended him 
for the position and I have reported to the Department 
to this effect on two different occasions,but what I 
dont like is Gchurch interference in the schools and 
back ef this is Mrs Brown,local Missionery and late 
Field Matron,who wants to get a friend in there, Mrs 
Reid,(Nee Miss Wrightey) whe was the best teacher we 
ever had there,but at the same time she is now married 
te a man in business and if the pesition was opened, 
some one with dependants should get it and there are 
many capable teachers in want at present. 


It has always been the policy of the Department te 
give the various Churches the recommending of teachers 
who with few exceptions are selected for their ability 
as Missionaries and pay more attention to Church 
requirements than they do to Departmental and practice. 
ally ignore the Agent and a Catholic at an Anglican 
day school gets small consideration and vica versa,and 
in many cases Denominational grief :iserife on the 
reserves from this source. 

After all the Department are trying to educate these 
people and if all day schools were made non-denominatio 
al,Teachers employeed for their merits and outside 
interference stepned,the results at most schools would 
be vastly diftferent,Teachers would take their instruct- 
ions,be employeed or discharged from Departmental 
sources and would have to confine their activities te 
teaching school and let the lissionaries @o the 
Missionary work.

"3. This Act shall apply to teachers actually employed in teaching or 
in the supervision of teaching on or after the coming into force of the 
Act in those schools receiving grants from the Province of Saskatchewan." 


will advise you that your application cannot be considered. There was certain 
correspondence between Bishop Burd and the Honourable J. T. M. Anderson and 

the reply set out in detail that teachers in Indian Schools, being temporary 
federal civil servants, cennot be taken care of under The Teachers! Superannuation 
Act of Saskatchewan. Furthermore, their salaries being paid either by the 
Department of Indian Affairs at Ottawa or by the church under whose Jurisdiction 
the Indian School is controlled, they must look to either of these in the 
Matter of allowances in their old ages Section 19 of The Saskatchewan Teachers! 
Superannuation Act definitely states that four per cent. of all salaries 
received must be deducted by the secretary of the school district and, in 

turn, shall be withheld by the Minsister from the @rent payable to boards of 
trustees of school districts. You have mde no contributions to this fund. 
Furthemmore, section 14 states that any teacher who is absent from the classroom 
of schools receiving grants from the Province of Saskatchewan for a period 

in excess of twelve consecutive months voids all claim to service rendered 
previously for superannuation purposes. 


I am, therefore, sorry to advise you that no consideration can be civen 
in the matter of your @pplication.

I beg to forward herewith Provincial School 
Inspector D- L. Hicks' report of an inspection which he 
made of the Thundere hild Indian Day Sehool on September 2ord. 
I received this report on October léth last and helé it 4s 
I had planned to visit the Rattleford Agency pefore forwarding 
it, but to date I have not been able to arrange & visit there. 


This report indicates a very unsatisfactory 
condition in so far as the attendance is concerned. When the 
school was first opened some years ago with Miss Wrigley as 
teacher, in my opinion, it was one of the most satisfactory 
day schools from a point of progress and attendance in the 
Province and it remained as such while Miss Wrigley was in 
charge as teachere However since she left the service the 
school appears to have gone back and I have no doubt that 
this retrogression can to a large extent be attributed to the 
personality of the teacher. The Inspector states that the 
aifficulty in this school is apparently lack of interest and 
co-operation in the homes. TI plan to go to the Battleford 
Agency in the nesr future and will make & special point of 
taking up this question with the teacher, the Indien Agent, 
and the Tndian parents, with a view to making en effort to 
improve conditions.

THUNDERCHILD INDIAN DAY SCHOOL.

The pupils present made a fair showing, but as 
less than 50% were in attendance, it is difficult to 
state just how definite progress has been . 


The difficulty in this school is apparently lack 
of interest and cooperation in the home, resulting in 
indifferent attendance with the consequent results in 
progress. I would suggest that the noon lunch be 
reinstated by the Department of Indian Affairs, as I 
believe this stimulates attendance as well as improves 
the health of the children who are I fear in many cases 
undernourished. 


Both last year and this year attendance was so 

oor on the date of my visit that I do not feel that 

am in a position to commit myself definitely with 
regard to the progress in the work of the school. 
There were no failures in the tests given to the 
pupils present, who numbered five. Written tests were 
given in language, home economics and spelling, and 
classes were observed as taken by the teacher in reading, 
The percentages taken in the tests ran from 55 to 84, and 
although these marks cannot be graded as high I feel 
that in view of the fact that the children are only 
attending part time the teaching must have been fairly 
effective. 


On looking up the register I found that the 
attendance on this day was no exception. I do feel 
that this teacher could do quite good work if the 
pupils attended regularly, and unless something is 
done to stimulate regular attendance at school, I 
ean only say that the school is not serving the 
purpose for which it exists. 


On looking up my last year's report I find that 
noon lunch was being served, and that attendance was 
poor at that time, which points to the fact that its 
revival might not have the desired result. I still 
have the feeling, along with the teacher, that it would 
help to some extent, and certainly it would be very 
beneficial to those who are in attendance, I cannot 
urge too strongly on the Department the importance of 
furnishing some incentive which will stimulate attend- 
ance. If this cannot be done I cannot conscientiously 
report that the school is justifying its existence.

If the 
8 who are physically fit attended regularly, thet is the total 
attendance we could expect; and the question is whether the 
Department would be justified in incurring the expense of the 
upkeep of this school for this number of ehildren. 


In discussing the matter with the Indian Agent 
he appeared to agree with me that it might be in the vest 
interest of the Indians to close this school and send the 
children of school age to the residential schools. I under- 
stand that the Indians for the most part are not averse to 
sendine their children to residential schools. 


You ask that I make a definite recommendation 
regarding the teacher. If the school is to be continued, I have 
no hesitation in recommending that Miss Reanland's services be 
continued as teacher. I found the school room and the teacher's 
cottage clean and tidy. The children also presented a clean 
appearance and they are well clothed. They are receiving & 
mid-day meal during the winter months.

I saw Inepector Murison recently, and he told me that there 
was a possibility that above-mentboged school might be closed ow- 
ing to small attendance. 

Mr. McDonald, the In@f@lan Agent, om his recent visit, told 
the Indians the same thing. 

' Rev. A. Fraser, our Missionary from Sandy Lake Reserve, spent 
last week-end at Thunderchild, and a meeting was held on Monday 
Dec. 9th. 

At this meeting the Chief and other Indians said they were 
sorry that the attendance at school was so low, and that this school 
year there were only ten children to attend; but that there were 
many younger children on the Reserve, and next year there should 
be fifteen children attending. He felt that the Day School had 
a centralising influence on the people, which kept them more at 
home, and without it they would spend a wandering life and accom- 
plish nothing. 

I enclose herewith a petition signed at the meeting by 31 
persongs, and I earnestly hope that the Department will see its 
way to keep the school open, in the hope that next year the at- 
tendance will once more be large erough to make a good school.

The attendance at Little Pine and Red 
Pheasant has been very ood with average attendance 
of 31.73 and 17.16 respectively. At the Thundershila 
Day School, attendance hes been very poor and the 
number of pupils attending hardly justify the experse 
of keeping this echool open. It is now really in use 
for only a few children that eannot qualify for board- 
ing sehool. I am inclined to think that if the atten- 
dance during the next quarter is not a great deal 
better, that it would be advisable to draft the few 
children that conlé qualify for boarding schools and 
send them there and then close the sehool for two or 
three years until some of the smaller children on the 
reserve become of school ac wren it micht arain be 
profitable to reopen.

In fact it will be 
noted that I put in the school returns going forward 
at this date, a notation to the effeot that I do not 
think the expense of keeping this school open is further 
justified. The children are not available and keeping 
a school open for from four to seven children does not 
justify the expense required.

I desire to refer you to your letter 
of December 12th, 1935, and official erty of December 
oe ga reference to the Thunderchild Indian Day 
School. 


The Department has just received the 
June quarter return, While the names of fourteen 
children are shown on the return, five of them were 
not present at any time during the quarter. The 
remaining nine attended for part of the term, but 
the average attendance for the quarter was only 5.77. 
With such a small attendance, the Department is 
hardly justified in keeping the school open. It 
was hoped, from the information contained in your letter 
of December 12th, 1935, that the average attendance 
during the past six months would be much higher than it has 
been. 


Before taking definite action to close the 
school, it was decided to communicate with you, with a 
view to ascertaining if you have any further objections 
to offer.

In regard to your letter of July 15 unless means are taken to 
increase attendance at the Thunderchild Day School I must agree that 
the Department is not justified in keeping the school open for the 
emall attendance. It would be much more profitable to transfer the 
teaching grant to the school at Chitek Lake described in the recent 
letter of Archdeacon Paul. 


The proposed closing of thie school brings into the foreground 
the comparison between the efficiency of Day Schools and Boarding 
Schools. I presume that if the school is closed the Department will 
assume the responsibility of educating the children in « Boarding 
School and as our schoole are already full this will be an added 
reason for building a new school. Ae you know, the school which 
burned down at The Pas has not yet been replaced and there are many 
chi.jren who should be attending 4 Boarding School unless a more 
defin te policy is pursued in regard to the Day Schools. 


As you are aware, there are 4 number of Indian Departmental Day 
Schools in this Diocese where ample provision is made for the teach- 
ing of the children on the reserves, but owing to the fact that chil- 
dren who could attend these Day Schools have been allowed to attend 
Residential Schools, the attendance has fallen to a point where the 
closing of the school is considered, and the Department is not only 
burdened with the cost of maintaining the Day School but is also 
paying the per capite grant for children who could be and should be 
taught by the Day School teacher. 


Taking as an example the John Smith Reserve near Prince Albert. 
Here is a compact reserve with efficient school equipment and a first 
Class teacher, the Rev. G. J. Waite. Yet I understand that this year 
nine of the children are attending the File Hills School and the per 
Capita grant is paid for thom 4n addition to the salary of the Day 
School teacher. 


(Over) 
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I would suggest that a definite ruling be made by the Department, 
that where adequate Day School provision is made on any reserve , the 
Children must attend that Day School and will not be sent to Residen- 
tial Schools except in the case of orphans end other very exceptional 
Circumstances. I do not think that even destitution justifies the 
taking of children from the reserve but that a grant in aid to the 
Parents would be well spent. In case children from a reserve are sent 
to a Residential School there should be a strict rule that these must 
be sent to the school of the religious denomination of the parents. 
Otherwise we will inevitably have mixed denominations on the reserves 
and an impairment of the spiritual work amongst the Indians. This is 
already evident on the John Smith Reserve where some of the Ghildren 
returning from the File Hills School show no interest in the church 
of their parents and are falling away from religious influence. 


I believe that the Day Schools can be made a most efficient means 
of educating the Indians in reserves where the Indians are residential 
and if the Department will make plain to the Indians through the agents 
that they must use existing educational facilities, then I am sure this 
auestion of closing Indian Day Schools will cease and we will be able 
to make those schodle more and more efficient. 


Perhaps therejis already some such ruling which only needs to be 
brought-to the-attémtion-of the Indians through the agents. I would 
be glad to have the considered opinion of your Department on this 
question.

During Fall and Spring at this reserve, many of the 
Indians are away making & living and take their families 
with them as they have no means of support at their 
reserve,and this along with the seasonal sickness hits 
the attendance,during the winter it is always better as 
ean be seen by the report just sent in. All of school 
age on the reserve attend and we are at them all the 
time to see that they do g0- 


The Day school requirements now are not a one woman 
proposition,even with g# one woman who is ambitious,a 
Man teacher with a wife is necessary, The present teachey 
Miss Beanland, has every qualification,but is too 
easily dominated by Missionaries,is not in any senge 
a hustler and will never make @ success of an Indian 
Day school,I have discussed this with School Inppector 
Mr Brennen and he knows this as well as I do. This 
school,is about 50-50 R.C. and Anglican and too much 
missionary domination just nullifies its usefullness, 
we have @ narrow minded Fehhahe Missionary working that 
reserve all the time and as lang as she can dominate 
the teacher and keep whispering Campaigns going and 
the R.C.Indians upset,the school cannot succeed. 


We have made every effort to overcome this situation 
and as far as I can see,the only way is to make a change 
at the end of next June ayd get & Married couple in 
there, to do socia} work as well as the teaching.

Today I am in receipt of his reply in which 
he expresses the opinion that the teacher should 
be changed at the end of the current academic year. 


Please consult the Church authorities and 
request them to nominate a qualified teacher 
to take charge of this school for the academic 
year 1959-40. 


Mr. Macdonald suggests the appointment of a 
man and his wife to take charge of this school. 
Our experience shows that it is extremely difficult 
to obtain a properly qualified married couple without 
family obligations, besides our present appropriation 
will only permit our paying the salary of one person 
at the Thunderchild day school.

In 1937 I visited the Thunderchild Day School and discussed 
school matters with the teacher. At that time I was not satisfied 
with conditions and expressed my opinion to the Agent and Dr. Lewis 
that we should have a change in teachers there. Dr. Lewis informed 
me that the teacher, who is a trained nurse, hed served under him 
in the Hospital at Saskatoon and was a very competent person. Dr. 
Lewis suggested that no action be taken at that time as he believed 
thet through his influence he could get conditions rectified there, 
and being a trained nurse shw would be of considerable assistance to 
him. 


Some time ago I again discussed this matter with both the 
Agent and Dr. Lewis, and the Doctor stated that he had done everything 
possible and it was now his opinion that a change should be made. 


On Tuesday, January 10th, I went to Prince Albert and dis- 
cussed school matters with Bishop Burd. Mr. Davis, our Agent at 
Carlton, and Mr. Simpson, our Agent at Duck Lake, were in Prince 
Albert on that date to discuss matters regarding conditions. I took 
them with me. We had a very pleasant and friendly discussion. I 
may say that Bishop Burd is prepared to give us 100% co-operation 

h reed to carefully select 4 married couple to replace our 


Bishop Burd has asked that the salery at Thunderchild School 
be increased to $950.00 in order thut he can get the teacher we want. 
I would recommend this be done if possible. 

I am also writing the sono Weehetene at Lloydminster and 
Saskatoon who both strongly endorse the policy we are following, to be

to Bishop Burd for the position. 


When discussing matters with the Bishop our Agents’ meeting 
was mentioned. The Bishop asked if there would be any objection to his 
attending. I informed him that instead of objecting we would welcome 
his attendance. The Bishop has agreed to attend if his health will at 
all permit. 


Bishop Burd is very interested in the advancement of the Indéan 
and ie not taking a denominational view. I feel that if we could secure 
the attendance of the leaders of the different church denominations at 
our discussions they would secure a much better idea of what we are try- 
ing to do and the methods we are using to attain our ends. 


They would go away with a4 full realization of the fact that the 
success of the church work depends on the success of the other departments 
and vice versa. It would, in my opinion, make for 4 much better feeling 
and a closer co-operation with consequent improvement in all branches. 

I would appreciate your comment and advice on this.

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


Dr. Robertson has forwarded me a copy of your letter to him of 
January 5, in which you state that the teacher at Thunderchild Indian 
Day School should be changed at the end of the current academic year 
and you ask him to consult me regarding the nomination of a new teacher. 
As you have been assured by me, I am at all times willing to co-operate 
in any action which is for the welfare of the Indian schools in this 
Diocese, but you will remember that in the conference I had with 
you in your office, it was agreed that before any dismissal was made, 

I should be informed of the complaint and be given an opportunity 

of correcting the fault. Should this not have any effect, I would 
then be quite willing that the teacher whom I had nominated should be 
dismissed. A memorandum covering this was sent to all teachers, and 
a copy was sent to you which you acknowledged. In this present case 
I wish to point out that the first official notice was your letter 
to Dr. Robertson. The reason given in your letter was the poor 
attendance at the school, but I am informed by Dr. fobertson that 
this is only one of the reasons, and that the chief one is non-co- 
operation in social service work. 


In fairness to Mise Beanland I have asked her to submit to me: 


1. A copy of the school Inspector's report. 

2. A statement of the average attendance for the past three years. 
3. Practical work done by the boys and girls. 

4. Complaints which have been made, and what has been done 


regarding them. 


I now enclose copy of her letter of January 2 giving all the 


information asked for. I ask you to note carefully: 


1. Inspector's Report -~ dated October 20, 1938. On this visit 
In the 


there were 23 children present out of a possible 27. 
general comment, which is favorable, it is stated: "It appears 
that Miss Beanland continues to give good conscientious service," 
I cannot find any item in this report which would justify the 


digmissal of the teacher. 
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2. Average Attendance 

The average attendance for the last four months of 1938 
is an average of over 75%, and for the first thirteen days 
of 1939 86%. In an itemized statement for each pupil for 1956, 
which I have not copied as it involves excessive typing, the 
percentage of absentees is mostly, accounted for by the children 
being off the reserve with their parents. This is not the 
fault of the teacher. 


Se Practical Work 
You will note what hag been done here regarding meals, 
sewing, knitting, gardening, and health education. I think you 
will agree that a considerable amount has been undertaken in 
addition to the academic work. 


4, Complaints which have been made. 


(a) School Inspector: 


You will note that these were not so much com laints as 
suggestions, and that in each case the suggestion was adopted. 


(>) Indian Agent: 

You will see from this that it is the Indian Agent's 
impression that Mre. Brown, the missionary, is interfering 
with the school. An agreement on this point was apparently 
reached and Miss Beanland states "since then we have never had 
any trouble." 


(c) Indian Inspector: 
It will be seen that Dr. Robertson's suggestions have 


been carried out as far as possible with the exception of instruc- 
tion in cooking, which Miss Beanland says was discontinued 

owing to the pilfering of the children, but they have been 

taught how to prepare many other things connected with meals, 

and the teacher proposes to give the next class cooking exper- 
jience. 


You will see from the whole of this report that there is not 
sufficient justification for the dismissal of the teacher, and I 
feel that your advisers have not received the information which I 
now present to you. I trust therefore that your decision to dismiss 
this teacher will be rescinded. You will readily understand that 
if teachers are to be dismissed without any ap) arent reason, it will 
undermine the confidence that teachers have in the Department, and 
it is essential for the welfare of the work that there should be 
the fullest confidence and co-operation between all agents engaged 
in Indian work. 


It also should be noted that while Miss Beanland is a single 
teacher, there is a full time farm instructor and his wife on this 
reserve who should share the responsibility of the memal training 
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of the children. 


I am taking the liberty of sending a copy of this letter 
information to Dr. Robertson.

I have for acknowledgment Your Loréahip's 
letter of the 30th ultimo, in which you express regret 
at the action taken by the Department with respect to 
the removal of the teacher now in charge of the 
Thunderehild Indian Day Sehool. 


I must express regret that 4 misunderstanding 
seems to have arisen with respect to conditions at this 
particular sehool. 


Dr. Robertson, in a report toe the De artment 
dated May 25, 1938, expressed the opinion that Miss 
Beanland, while a good teacher, wes searcely the person 
to make a success of the Tnunderehilé Sehool.

Dr. Robertson, in one of his regular reports 
to the Department dated November 14, 1988, stated in parts 


"The teacher et the Thunderechild sehool 
has every qualification but is not up to the mark 
and a change should be made there at the end of 
this year and e serried couple taken on, so that 
gome welfare work ean be started", 


It was my thought that in the interval Dr. 
Robertson had discussed conditions at the Thunderchild Day 
School with you and that you were willing that a change 
ghould take place, Therefore my letter to Dr. Robertson 
dated January 5, 1936, was based on this assumption and 
was written following a report from the Indian Agent, in 
which Mr. Macdonald stated in part: - 


The day school requirements at Thunder- 
child now are not a one-woman proposition. We 


have made -

Dr. Robertson, in reply to my letter of January 
5, stated: - 


"On Tuesday January 10th I went to Prince 
Albert and discussed school matters with Bishop 
Burd. Mr. Davis, our agent at Carlton and Yr. 
Simpson, our agent at Duck Lake, were in Prinee 
Albert on thet date to discuss matters regarding 
conditions. I took them with me. ‘We had a very 
cong and friendly discussion. I may say that 
shop Burd is prepared to give us 190% cooperation 
and has agreed to carefully select a merried couple 
to replace our present teacher at Thuncerehilé for 
the beginning of the next tern." 


You ean readily imagine how surprised I was to 
receive your letter of the J0th ultimo. It was not my 
thought that I had departed in any sense from the agreement 
reached with you when you visited my office about a year 
ago = an agreement which was later confirmed by letter. 

In view of the fact that MissBeanland appears to be reason~- 
ably successful in her classroom work, would it not be 
possible to have her transferred to another school? I have 
already intimated, in discussing school matters with Dr. 
Robertson, that these teachers were not originally employed 
to undertake instruction in farming or general welfare work 
on the reserve. Consequently, it has never seemed altogether 
fair to me to dismiss them for their failure to accomplish 
work other than the work ordinarily undertaken and accom- 
plished by a teacher. 


I am sending forward to Dr. Robertson a copy 
of this letter and also a copy of the cireular sent out by 
you to your teachers and referred to in the commnication. 
I feel confident that this matter can be easily ad justed 
by Your Lordship and Dr. Robertson

Dear Dr. Robertson: 


I am enclosing herewith, for your information, 
copy of a letter sent by the Department to Right Reverend 
Walter Burd, Bishop of Saskatchewan, Prince Albert, Sask. 


IT am also sending forward copy of a circular 
dated September 20, 1937, sent out by Bishop Burd to the 
Indian day school teachers of his diocese. May I direct 
your attention particularly to paragraphs 1 and 2 of this 
circular, both of which relate to the employment and 
dismissal of teachers and both of which were agreed to by 
the Department here at the time of Bishop Burd's visit. 


In view of the splendid cooperation that has 
existed between you and Bishop Burd with respect to the 
employment of teachers, I em very sorry indeed that a 
misunderstanding has arisen regarding the teacher at the 
Thunderehild School. Such misunderstandings are inevitable 
however in any system of long-range administration. 


It is just possible that the transfer of this 
teacher to another school would be satisfactory to the 
Bishop and accomplish what you have in mind. In any event 
I am convinced that the matter can be adjusted. 


In the case of teachers nominated for Indian 
day schools in Saskatchewan in the future, I am of the 
opinion that an outline of their duties should be given 
to them for their guidance. Saskatchewan, I may state, 
is the only province in the Dominion where teachers are 
called upon te undertake tasks other than the regular 
tasks associated with the work of the school. I am not

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at the moment objecting to these additional duties 
where the teacher is capable of undertaking them and 
accomplishing them. What I do mean is that misunder- 
standings are apt to arise unless these extra duties 
are clearly defined. Just today, I understand, the 
Department is in receipt of a letter complaining 
bitterly that the teacher in charge of the Kinistino 
School has not been paid any salary for the two vacation 
months, July and August. I mention this as an 
indieation of considerable trouble ahead unless a

I must say that Bishop Burd's letter came as a surprise. At 
our last interview, I fully explained that while Macdonald's recom- 
mendation was made in reply to one from you re attendance, it was on 
the grounds of lack of progress and failure to carry out suggestions, 
not lack of attendance, that it was made. 


T have kept the Bishop advised of the progress made on the 
Reserves where the proposed work has been carried on, and at the meeting 
above referred to, again pointed out to him its effect and consequent 
necessity. We left the meeting with the understanding that he was 
satisfied and that a change would be made. In fact, Davis, Simpson 
and I, after leaving, spoke of the good co-operation the Bishop was giv~ 
ing. It was also on his suggestion that I recommended an increase in 
salary in order that he could secure the best teacher available. 


With regard to the Bishop's intimation that I would not have 
recommended dismissal had I known conditions, I can only say thet I know 
them too well. If he realized, as I do, that the Church and Depart~- 
ment are responsible for those conditions, he would think less of 
security of tenure and more of the necessity of rectification. He 
would not leave 150 Indians to suffer in order that a teacher should 
retain her position. 


With regard to his suggestion that the Farming Instructor 
and his wife should be responsible for this work instead of the Teacher, 
I would point out that the Teacher has authority to close his school 
for the purpose of this meeting, consequently he is being paid for that 
time. Visiting the homes would have to be done after hours, but any 
man or woman who does not take enough interest in the welfare of the 
Indian te do this should not be in the service of our Department. In 
addition, he or she is trained for teaching. 


The Ferming Instructor is going from six a.m. until dark, if 
he is doing his own work properly. His wife, however, should assist. 


I must admit that I was somewhat irritated when I first read 
the Bishop's letter, as I have been on several occasions with our 
Agents for lack of efforb to secure the assistance of the Teachers in 
rectifying conditions, also with a number of the Teachers for the un- 
interested way in which they received suggestions. This, however, sub- 
sided after reading the Bishop's circular, approved by the Department, 
and I now believe I owe the Bishop and the Teachers an apology for

This circular clearly informs the Teachers that their position 
is secure so long as they carry out his instructions. It does not de- 
finitely state, but the inference is there, that they may disregard the 
Agent, the Inspector or even the Department's instructions with safety. 
True, it provides that if the Department is not satisfied, they may so 
inform the Bishop, who will then advise the Teacher. Then, if the Teacher 
does not rectify conditions, dismissal may follow. The Bishop, however, 
makes it perfectly clear in his letter that the School Inspector only 
shall be the judge of their efficiency. 


TI can now understand the attitude of the Teachers, and our 
Agents, and when I remember conditions on Montreal Lake, the protest 
that was made about that change, the fact that the Teacher who was at 
that time dismissed for inefficiency was wi thin {yo Rophae. santo 
Battleford with a recommendation from the Bishop {for the position of 
Teacher on the Red Pheasant Reserve, I can but sympathize with the 
Indians under present arrangements. 


I am fully im accord with the idea that an employee's duties 
should be outlined to him when he comes on, and I am now informing all 
applicants for positions of Farming Instructor, that in addition to 
their own duties, their wives will be expected to organize and carry 
on Home Makers’ Clubs or similar organizations. 


I would, however, point out that at present about the ohly 
work that is being carried om on our Reserves is a little grain grow- 
ing and cattle raising. These activities must be extended to cover 
hogs, chickens, turkeys, raising horses, growing fruits, or anything 
we can find that will give the Indiam food or revenue. It would there- 
fore be ridiculous to say © Farming Instructor could not be dismissed 
if he refused to instruct and assist the Indians in hog reising or any 
other line, on the ground that that was not one of his duties when he 
took the position. 


What we need om our Reserves today is not time servers, or 
people who object to carrying on work not outlined to them when they 
were engaged, but men and women constantly seeking for new ways and means 
to advance the Indian, ready to co-operate and assist in every way pos- 
sible. There is no difficulty in securing such men and women. Then why 
should our work and the Indian suffer to keep a white man or woman in 
a position when they refuse to co-operate? 


You suggest that I should see the Bishop again on this matter. 
With regard to this, I would point out that I have gone fully into the 
work we are carrying on and the progress that has been made. He has 
head ample time to consider the matter and to verify the truth of my 
statements. I have invited him to go elong with me as my guest, visit 
the reserves, and see for himself the improvements made. I have asked 
for his co-operation and assistance. I explained to him fully our 
reasons for asking a change of Teachers at Thunderchild, and was in- 
formed that the change would be made. 


I pointed out to him the poor report on the Teacher in the 
Church of England School at Onion Lake, and suggested Miss Beanland 


be transferred there, as I did not believe the present feacher would 
be retained with such a report. 


A few daySeccccrccece 
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A fow days after this, the Bishop writes you, objecting to 
Miss Beanland's dismissal on the grounds that her services were satis- 
factory, basing his statement on the School Inspector's Report, and at 
the same time stating that the work we were asking Miss Beanland to 
carry on was the Farming Instructors duties. 


Only one conclusion can be drawn from the above. The Bishop 
has now decided that his Teachers shall only carry on class work, that 
the School Inspector shall be the judge as to their efficiency, and that 
the Agent or Inspector have no jurisdiction or right to require the 
Teacher to do anything. 


Under the above conditions, I feel that it would not omly be 
useless for me to again discuss this matter with him, but also that 
he would resent my doing 80+ 


It is therefore my intention to discontinue all efforts to 
enlist the Teachers in this work. It is a work that I consider vitally 
necessary, so I shall endeavour to persuade our Ferming Instructor's 
wives to organize and carry it om. 


children to care for in addition to their home work. It will there= 
fore be very difficult for some of them unless we can make them an 
allowance in order that they may keep & maid. 


I would, however, point out that most of these women have | 


I would therefore recommend that serious consideration be 
given by the Department to the question of reducing our Teachers’ 
salaries to $650.00 per year. 


In support of this, I would point out that many of our 
Teachers in Saskatchewan are now only receiving $350.00 to $450.00 
per year. We could secure all the teachers we want for $500.00, con- 
sequently there should be no just complaint on the part of the public 
if we reduced ours to $650.00. In fact, if the public knew conditions 
and thet tis service could not otherwise be given, I think we would 
be severely censured if we did not.

Since writing my last letter, yours of February 4th regarding 

Pelican Lake Reserve Day School has been received. You will see 

from my previous letter that I agree with the recommendation of the 

agent, but a new school building should be erected before the Department 

assumes complete charge. 


In reply to your letter of February 2nd regarding Miss Beanland, 
the situation is made quite clear by you so far as your action is 
concerned, Dr. Robertsor however, did not see me until January 10, 
and I agreed tentatively, thinking that there was something really 
adverse in the report from the Inspector. 


I cannot see how moving Miss Beanland to another school would 
solve the problem, as she would still be unmarried and could hardly 
be more efficient than she is at present, I1 think that the presence 
of a Farm Instructor and his wife on the Thunderchild Reserve, with 
a resident teacher and resident missionary, should be an adequate staff 
for the training of a comparatively small band of Indians.

I have your letter No. 3020114, Feb. 20th, re 
Bishop Bird's application for 4 school at Thunderchild 
reserve, we have a school there and it was built for a 
school and not a Church, I knew the circumstances well 
but we dug up old documents to verify my statement and 
am attaching the Resolution ete. for your information. 


The Bishops statement struck me as odd, when 
we have letters from his office within the month, re 
getting a surrender for two acres for a church. 


The Indians of this band are about 50-50 
Anglican and R.C. and latter half @id not vote their 
money for an Anglican church but for a school but had 
no objection to it being used for a church, so the 
Anglican Chureh built a little addition on the end for 
a chancel and put folding doors which can be opened 
when it is used for chureh, there was never any surrender 
but it was built on reserve lands for 4 school for Band 
purposes and an apparent attempt to now claim it as an 
Anglican church is all wrong. 


This school will do for school purposes for 
some years to come yet, it has 4 good lean to dining 
room and is not by any means overcrowded. The cottage 
residence is small and in the event of 4 family taking 
this as teachers it might require an addition. 


I trust that this information, with the 
attached resolution, etc., will clear the situation.

I am now in receipt of a letter from Mr. Ostrender which reads, 


in part, es follows: 


"I think the Inspector's remarks on this school deserve some com- 
ment. In the first place, it must be remembered that Mr. Palmer was com 
mencing at a school which has been under poor management for some years, 
and that the results of this--apparent to Mr. Palmer, and all the rest of 
us who are interested in this school--seem to have been overlooked by the 
School Inspector. Inspecting the school, as he did, shortly after the term 
had commenced, while Mr. Palmer was putting forth most of his efforts towards 
understanding the Indian children and gaining the confidence of their 
parents, temporarily letting strictly academic work take second place, 
deregatory comment in this respect is pointless. 

"So far as we are concerned, Mr. Palmer is certainly taking an 
interest in everything pertaining to the welfare of the Indian children and 
their parents, end Mrs. Palmer is taking the same course, and whether every 
child passes the finel examinations, as prescribed by the Saskatchewan 
curriculum, is not very important. I am quite certain that, at the end of 
the term, both parents and children on this reserve will heve derived con- 
siderable benefit from the year which Mr. and Mrs. Palmer have spent amongst 
them." 


I might add further to Mr. Ostrander's remarks, that in discussing 
Mr. and Mrs. Palmer with Dr. Lewis, our Medical Supervisor at Battleford, 
he spoke in the highest terms of both Mr. end Mrs, Palmer and the work they 
were doing.

I have your letter No. 302011A, Feb. 20th, re 
Bishop Bird's application for a school at Thunderehi1d 
reserve, we have a school there and it was built for a 
school and not a Church, I knew the circumstances well 
but we dug up old documents to verify my statement and 
am attaching the Resolution ete. for your information. 


The Bishops statement struck me as odd, when 
we have letters from his office within the month, re 
getting a surrender for two acres for a church. 


The Indians of this band are about 50-50 
Anglican and R.C. and latter half did not vote their 
money for an Anglican church but for a sohool but had 
no objection to it being used for a church, so the 
Anglican Church built a little addition on the end for 
a chancel and put folding doors which can be opened 
when it is used for church, there was never any surrender 
but it was built on reserve lands for a school for Band 
purposes and an apparent attempt to now claim it as an 
Anglican chureh is all wrong. 


This school will do for school purposes for 
some years to come yet, it has a good lean to dining 
room and is not by any means overcrowded. The cottage 
residence is small and in the event of a family taking 
this as teachers it might require an addition. 


I trust that this information, with the 
attached resolution, etc., will clear the situation.

I have your letter No. 302-114, Feb 20th, re 
Bishops Bird's application for a school at Thunderchild reserve, 
we have a school there end it was built for a school and not a 
Church, I knew the circumstances well but we dug up old documents 
to verify my statement and am attaching the Resolution etc. for 
your information. 


The Bishops statement struck me as odd, when 
we have letters from his Office within the month, re getting 
a surrender for two acres for 4 church. 


The Indians of this band are about 50-50 
Anglican and R.C. and latter half did not vote their money for 
and Anglican church but for a school but had no objection to 
it, being used for 4 church, so the Anglican Church built a little 
afthdtion on the end for a chncel and put folding doors which 
can be opened when it is used for church, there was never any 
surrender but it was built on reserve lands for a school for 
Band purposses and an apparent attempt to now claim it as an 
Anglican church is all wrong. 


This school will do for school purposses for 
some years to come yet, it has a good lean to dining room and 
is not by any means overcrowded, The cottage residence is small 
and in the event of a family taking this as teachers it might 
require an addition. 


I trust that this information, with the attached 
resolution, etc, will clear the situation.
